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THE HALF-WAY MARK 


When Germany surrenders, the European War will 
be over but it will be only half the fight. It was Japan 
who stabbed us in the back on December 7,1941;when 
at the same time her “two-faced’’ emissaries were in 
Washington trying—so they said—to keep peace between 
the two countries. It was Japan who had prepared for 
Pearl Harbor years before, while at the same time, they 
accepted our money and supplies, supposedly for earth- 
quake and flood victims.

In his war address before Congress, President Roose- 
velt called December 7, 1941, “a day which will live in 
infamy.”

helps by buying War Bonds, visiting the sick an 
wounded; the men and women in the factories, offices, 
and on the farm, not only buy their share of Bonds, but 
it is up to them to supply the guns, the bullets, the food, 
and the other million and one things a modern army 
must have. 

It is people like us here at the Martinsville Nylon 
Plant, who are helping them win the battles in the skys 
over China, over Bataan, and before long, over Japan 
itself. It is our nylon parachutes, flying suits, jungle 
hammocks, tire cord, tow ropes, shoe laces, ponchos and 
a host of other nylon articles, that speed the American 
doughboy on his way to Tokyo—and Victory.
